PLAYGROUND IS 
A‘NO GO AREA’

REPEATED arson attacks and van¬ 
dalism have turned a once popular 
children’s playground into a ‘no go 
area’ for the community. 

A climbing frame at Princess Diana 
Park in Bretch Hill was torched on Au¬ 
gust 20 in the latest of a series of arson 
attacks that has left the town council 
considering closing the park altogether. 

The attack came just two weeks after 
the last fire on the site and four months 
since the area was plagued with similar 
incidents. 

Police and community leaders re¬ 
sponded to the latest attack with a vis¬ 
ible presence in the park last week. 

Officer patrols have been stepped up 
in the area and the force are consider¬ 
ing installing CCTV cameras. 

Banbury’s Mayor Colin Clarke was in 
the park talking to residents alongside 
the police. 

He said: “I, like everyone else, am frus¬ 
trated and very angry by these repeated 
attacks. I know the police received some 
very useful information which they will 
be following up. We will find the people 
responsible and do our utmost to pros¬ 
ecute.” 

Mr Clarke said that the council will 
be meeting in two weeks to discuss the 
options for the future of the park. Coun¬ 
cillors will have to choose to either not 
replace the equipment, install more 
fireproof options or close the park alto¬ 
gether. 

Mr Clarke said: “The last thing we 
want to do is close the park. 99 per cent 
of people who use it do so properly. It’s 
just a few idiots who cause problems. 

“But we are very aware that we can’t 
keep spending taxpayers money of re¬ 
placing equipment.” 

The council spent £150,000 on a makeo¬ 
ver of the park in 2010. 

Leonard Williams, 76, who has lived 
near the park for over 40 years, said that 
he couldn’t blame the council for con¬ 
sidering closing the play ground. 

He said: “An awful lot of money has 
been spent on it already. 

“It doesn’t seem to matter what they 
do. As soon as things are repaired, they 
are damaged again so rapidly. Every¬ 
one I know won’t let their children play 
there at all.” 

Mr Williams said that he called the po¬ 
lice after seeing youths in the park with 
an air rifle but they didn’t come for two 
hours, by which time the youngsters 
had dispersed.

“After that I thought I will never re¬ 
port anything again” he said. 

Investigating officer, PC Andy Baylis 
of the Problem Solving Team based at 
Banbury Police Station, said: 

“It is extremely sad that someone 
would set fire to a playground which 
is used by many children in the local 
community. 

“This incident is being treated as ar¬ 
son and I am urging anyone who has 
any information about the offence to 
contact police.”

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PC’s use of 
force guide 


Hopsice nurses welcome 
customers to new Co-op 



A POLICE officer has created a new 
tool to help guide police officers on 
the use of force. 

Pc Paul Devlin, of Thames Valley 
Police, created an aide memoire 
which covers in depth use of force 
powers, from camera law to self- 
defence. 

Pc Devlin received backing from 
the police federation and the 
professional standards department 
and police legal team to make his 
ideas become a reality. 

The quick reference guide, which 
fits into officers’ vests, works as a 
prompt for definitions and statement 
writing on the use of force. 

Pc Devlin said: “The aide memoire 
is relevant to everyone. It’s a cyclic 
aide, so that when you sit down after 
an incident, you have something you 
can use to write your statements. 

“So some of the things when you’re 
writing your statement or you’re 
writing a pocket notebook entry at 
4am in the morning, you might not 
automatically think of them but this 
works as a prompt.” 

Within TVP, the aide memoire has 
now been issued to more than 4,000 
officers, including about 500 special 
constables. The memoire will be 
handed to any officer who attends 
the safety training. 

Pc Devlin now hopes to make his 
work spread further by helping other 
forces to get the aide memoire out 
to their officers. 

West Midlands Police are currently 
replicating the pocket guide and 
more forces are planning to follow.

SPORTS clubs across the north of the 
county will be able to benefit from 
improved pitches after a council pledge 
of almost £300,000. 

Cherwell District Council has 
committed £290,000 to resurfacing 
artificial sports pitches at The Cooper 
School in Bicester and North Oxfordshire 
Academy in Banbury. 

The Banbury school will also get an 
extra windfall of £88,000 to update the 
floodlighting. 

Cherwell District Council deputy leader 
George Reynolds said: “The pitches at 
North Oxfordshire Academy and The 
Cooper School are heavily used for a 
whole host of activities, not only for the 
schoolchildren, but for the wider 
community who use them. 

“We run programmes such as the 
holiday activity hubs at both sites and 
have successful hockey clubs at both 
venues who use the facility as their main 
training centre and home ground for 
matches. 

“This investment is set to pay off all- 
year round and well into the future, by 
helping keep the district fit and active.” 

Work on the Bicester secondary 
school’s artificial pitch will also include 
the replacement of the shock pad which 
lies underneath it. 

Cleveland Land Services will carry out 
the work at both sites before the end of 
this month.

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Concern over 
child neglect 

A CHILD protection charity refers on aver¬ 
age three reports of neglected children to 
police and social services in Oxfordshire 
every week. 

The NSPCC said in 12 months between 
April 2016 and March 2017 its helpline 
dealt with 162 reports following calls or 
emails from concerned adults about 
youngsters in Oxfordshire. 

There were a further 28 contacts 
requesting advice about a child possibly 
facing neglect in Oxfordshire during 
2016/17. The latest statistics show the 
number of referrals has almost doubled 
compared to 83 five years earlier. 

Peter Wanless, chief executive of the 
NSPCC said neglect can have a 'severe 
and long-lasting consequences for 
children' adding it can also be an 
indicator of other forms of abuse. 

Steve Harrod, Oxfordshire County 
Council cabinet member for children and 
family services, said the figures were a 
'concern' but added the increase in 
reports would be down to a 'growing 
awareness' of the issue. 

Mr Harrod said: "We are endeavouring 
to get involved involved earlier where 
there are problems. The earlier we 
become involved the sooner we can take 
proactive action." 

The cabinet member also said there 
had been occasions where children had 
said they 'wished' earlier intervention 
had been made. 

Signs of neglect include having poor 
hygiene, being left home alone and 
seeming hungry. 

The charity said the full scale of the 
problem could be much greater, and 
urged the Government to commission a 
study into the extent of child neglect.

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Schools celebrate 
best GCSE results

BANBURY’S schools cel¬ 
ebrated achieving ‘fantas¬ 
tic’ GCSE results despite a 
‘year of turbulence’ which 
saw sweeping changes to the 
exam system. 

For the first time this year, the 
grades in English and Maths 
switched from A*-G to 9-1, with 
9 being the best possible grade. 

The government’s changes 
will be rolled out to all subjects 
by 2019 and also involve moves 
towards more exam-based as¬ 
sessment and more demanding 
course content. 

Despite the reforms, North 
Oxfordshire Academy students 
pulled off the school’s best re¬ 
sults yet. 

Of those taking the exams, 61 
per cent received five or more 
A*-C or 4-9 grades, including a 
4 or above in both English and 
maths. 

Just 52 per cent of pupils 
achieved the same success last 
year. 

Sara Billins, principal of the 
academy which is rated good by 
Ofsted, said: “We are absolutely 
thrilled with these results which 
are our best yet. 

“Staff and students have 
worked exceptionally hard over 
the past year and these results 
are a fitting reward. 


“I am so pleased that so many 
students achieved the grades 
they were hoping for and I look 
forward to welcoming them to 
our sixth form which, as last 
week’s strong results showed, 
is going from strength to 
strength.” 

Students Jamie Berry, Will 
Dee, Isaac Husband and Hannah 
Jault all managed to achieve the 
new number 9 grade in Maths. 

Banbury Academy also report¬ 
ed ‘fantastic’ results despite be¬ 
ing rated as ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’ by Ofsted last year. 

The school did not reveal 
the percentage of A*-C grades 
achieved by its students but said 
there were improvements on 
last year, despite the increasing 
demand of the GCSEs for year 


11 students. 

“This has been down to the 
sheer hard work and resilience 
of students and staff. We could 
not have achieved these results 
without the support of our par¬ 
ents too - thank you to all,” a 
statement from the school said. 

Twins Mary and Elizabeth 
achieved between them 19 
grades at A and A*, or the new 
numerical equivalent in English 
and maths. 

Another student, Ildiko, who 
came to the UK just seven years 
ago, achieved stunning results 
across the board including a 
grade 9 in English Literature. 

The music and textiles depart¬ 
ments celebrated 100 per cent 
of their students scoring A*-C 
grades. 
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All is not lost; the fight to save Horton continues 



T HERE has been a strange 
feeling of deja vu lately 
having spent yet another 
summer fighting to save the 
Horton General Hospital. It 
has been an unhappy year 
for us in North Oxfordshire. 

Since the obstetric service was 
suspended last October, we 
have had a public consultation 
with a set of proposals which 
were almost universally 
opposed. Oxfordshire's Joint 
Health Overview and Scrutiny 
Committee has followed progress 
closely given their oversight 
responsibilities. They are also 
able to refer decisions to the 
Secretary of State for Health who 
in turn can ask the Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel (IRP) to 
examine NHS service change. It

has been less than 10 years since 
the IRP was last asked to review 
changes at the Horton, when 
they concluded that the hospital 
should be seen as an integral part 
of the trust rather than a problem 
to be solved. We seem to be 
having the same arguments. 


Over the last year, HOSC has taken 
its role extremely seriously: they 
referred the temporary suspension 
of the Horton's maternity service 
back in February, and when the 
committee met at the beginning of 
August they also unanimously agreed 
to refer the permanent downgrade 
pending the Clinical Commissioning 


Group Board's decision later that 
week. In spite of representations 
from HOSC chair Cllr Arash 
Fatemian, myself, my Parliamentary 
colleague Robert Courts MP and 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire Chairman 
Professor George Smith, the board 
ploughed on with their proposals. 
The feeling of frustration throughout 


has been overwhelming. I remain 
convinced that not enough has been 
done to explore offers of help with 
recruitment. Travel times do not 
reflect real-life experiences. Transport 
arrangements for those living in 
the north of the county and who 
do not have access to a car remain 
unexplored. Time and time again our 
views have been ignored. 

All is not lost. The Secretary of State 
has already asked the Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel to give its 
initial thoughts on the temporary 
suspension. We will hopefully 
hear soon about the permanent 
suspension. The four councils 
continue with their application for 
judicial review. Parliament returns 
next week which will give me 
the opportunity to regroup with 
colleagues from neighbouring 
constituencies who have been 
supportive throughout. Together we 
will continue to lobby the Department 
of Health. I also hope to secure 
an Adjournment debate about the 
Horton. I have sought assurances from 
the Clinical Commissioning Group 
that the suspension will not become 
permanent until the referrals have run 
their course. Small comfort in these 
difficult times. The fight to have our 
views heard continues.

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Crowd-pleasing underdog story 


PATTI CAKE$ (15, 109 mins) 
Drama/Musical/Romance. Dan¬ 
ielle Macdonald, Bridget Everett, 
Siddharth Dhananjay, Mamoudou 
Athie, Cathy Moriarty.

Inspired by writer-director Geremy 
Jasper's efforts to break into the 
New York music scene, Patti Cake$ 
is a crowd-pleasing underdog story, 
which wears its heart on its sleeve. 
This modern day fable about shoot¬ 
ing for the moon, when everyone 
is telling you to dream smaller, 
earned standing ovations when it 
premiered at the Sundance Film 
Festival at the beginning of the 
year. 

The film's unlikely heroine - an 
overweight New Jersey twenty¬ 
something with a talent for im¬ 
mortalising her day-to-day existence 
in snappy verse - is a diamond in 
the rough, who just needs that one 
slice of luck to realise her potential. 
Every time life beats her down, she 
gets back to her feet. 

Jasper penned the songs and he 
gifts melodic dialogue to a small yet 
perfectly aligned cast. 

"I'm an anarchist," proclaims one 
death metal noisemaker to explain 
his disturbing Marilyn Manson- 
esque appearance. 

"I think I'm Episcopalian," tenderly 
replies the unshockable heroine. 
This star in the making is Patricia 
Dombrowski (Danielle Macdonald), 
who fantasises about public adora¬ 
tion under her rapper moniker 
Killa-P to rival her gold-toothed hip 
hop idol, 0-Z (Sahr Ngaujah). 

Alas, Patricia is stuck in a dead 
end job tending the bar where her 
booze-soaked mother Barb (Bridget 
Everett) belts out 1980s anthems 
on the karaoke machine, and locals 
cruelly taunt her plus-size fabulous¬ 
ness by calling her Dumbo. 

Music is Patricia's escape from 
crushing reality and she composes 
tight rhymes with her best friend, 
Jheri (Siddharth Dhananjay). 

Barb's musical ambitions as lead 
singer of a glam metal band crum¬ 
bled to dust many years ago. 

When she learns that Patricia 
intends to follow a similar path to 
stardom, the mother pours scorn 
on her daughter's intentions. 

"You don't have a musical bone in 
your body and you sure as hell can't 
sing," sneers Barb. 


Undaunted, Patricia forges a 
creative union with a self-anointed 
Antichrist called Basterd (Mamou¬ 
dou Athie) in the hope of finding 
the perfect beat for her confes¬ 
sional lyrics. 

Fragile dreams shatter and Patricia 
turns to her emotional rock, Nana 
(Cathy Moriarty). 

"I thought I could be someone," 
whimpers the rapper. 

"You already are," smiles Nana. 
"You're my superstar." 

Patti Cake$ exudes a roughly hewn 
charm that extends to the stellar 
lead performance from up-and- 
coming Australian actress Macdon¬ 
ald. She is irresistible in the lead 
role. 

Hopefulness bumps and grinds with 
emotional hard knocks, reminding 
us that darkness courses beneath 
the surface of the best fairy-tales.

THE LIMEHOUSE GOLEM (15, 

109 mins) Thriller/Horror/Romance. 
Bill Nighy, Olivia Cooke, Douglas 
Booth, Daniel Mays, Maria Val- 
verde, Sam Reid, Morgan Watkins, 
Henry Goodman. Director: Juan 
Carlos Medina. 

During an ominous lull in Juan 
Carlos Medina's macabre murder 
mystery set on the fog-choked 
streets of Victorian London almost 
a decade before Jack The Ripper 
ran amok, a stage actor draws 
parallels between his craft and hu¬ 
man nature. 

"We all wear pantomime masks, do 
we not?" he posits. 

Those words resonate with a chill 
throughout The Limehouse Golem, 
a stylish battle of wits between 
Scotland Yard and a diabolical 
serial killer, which was originally 
announced with Alan Rickman 
leading the fine ensemble cast. 

In his stead. Bill Nighy brings solem¬ 
nity and gravitas to the complex 
role of a righteous police officer, 
whose career has been dogged by 
rumours that "he's not the marry¬ 
ing kind". 

It's a measured and moving per¬ 
formance, devoid of the deadpan 
comic shtick that has elevated 
Nighy in the nation's affections, 
and he beautifully conveys his 
protagonist's inner turmoil, fully 
aware that he is being set up as a 
scapegoat if the killer remains at 


large. 

Jane Goldman's script, adapted 
from Peter Ackroyd's novel Dan 
Leno And The Limehouse Golem, 
uses cinematic trickery to keep us 
guessing about the murderer's 
identity until a big reveal when one 
person's pantomime mask falls with 
a delicious and satisfying thud. 

A series of slayings in the back 
alleys of 1880s east London, attrib¬ 
uted to an elusive figure nicknamed 
The Golem, baffles Scotland Yard. 
Inspector John Kildare (Nighy) 
is hurriedly promoted to lead 
investigator, primarily to take the 
fall when police fail to apprehend 
a suspect. 

"The public wants blood. The 
Golem provides it," ruefully notes 
Kildare to Constable George Flood 
(Daniel Mays), his sole ally, who 
is intrigued by scurrilous whispers 
about his superior's sexuality. 

As the case gathers pace, evidence 
focuses attention on four prime 
suspects: journalist John Cree (Sam 
Reid), music hall performer Dan 
Leno (Douglas Booth), novelist 
George Gissing (Morgan Watkins) 
and philosopher Karl Marx (Henry 
Goodman). 

Kildare's gut instinct points to Cree. 
He was recently murdered by 
his wife Elizabeth (Olivia Cooke) 
and the inspector surmises she 
glimpsed her husband's dark side 
and poisoned John to end his reign 
of terror. 

Testimony from the Crees' spiteful 
maid Aveline (Maria Valverde) 
condemns Elizabeth to the gallows 
and Kildare races against time to 
prove his theory before the noose 
tightens around the wife's neck. 

The Limehouse Golem sustains the 
element of surprise and doesn't 
stint on blood and gore. 

Nighy is imperious as a brilliant yet 
emotionally guarded man, who 
hopes the tricky case will reveal a 
path to personal redemption. 

Cooke is luminous and Mays and 
Booth deliver textured supporting 
performances. 

Period detail is lovingly shrouded 
in shadows and fog to provide 
the killer with the perfect cover to 
commit their unspeakable acts of 
barbarity. 

Something wickedly entertaining 
this way comes.

Cake Bookworm 


Did You See Melody? by Sophie 
Hannah is published in hardback by 
Hodder & Stoughton, priced £12.99 
(ebook £8.99). 

We know Sophie Hannah can do 
crime novels - she is, after all, re¬ 
sponsible for filling the shoes of Ag¬ 
atha Christie and bringing back Poi¬ 
rot. But with Did You See Melody? 
she takes a twisty plot, revs it up a 
gear with witty dialogue and deliv¬ 
ers a psychological thriller. At first it 
seems a friendly tale of escapism, as 
pregnant protagonist Cara Burrows 
flees her crumbling family life to an 
outlandishly luxurious spa resort in 
Arizona. However, the novel quickly 
pivots once Cara glimpses Melody 
Chapa - a young girl who is believed 
to be dead and whose parents are 
currently behind bars charged with 
her murder - during a hotel room 
mix-up. As Cara's holiday spirals 
into danger, Hannah inserts long 


sections of TV manuscripts, blog 
posts and diary entries to provide 
details of the Melody Chapa case to 
the reader. These, at times, can feel 
convoluted; however, the tension 
builds steadily throughout to a last 
line which is guaranteed to plunge 
readers into uncertainty.

Midnight At The Bright Ideas 
Bookstore by Matthew Sullivan is 
published in hardback by William 
Heinemann, priced £14.99 (ebook 
£9.99). 

Bookseller Lydia's rather dull world 
is turned upside down after a 
young man commits suicide in her 
bookshop. It turns out Joey has left 
her a box full of books, but as she 
flips through them she finds he has 
cut seemingly random holes in the 
pages. Soon Lydia stumbles upon 
a hidden message that will not 


only help her shed light on Joey's 
past and the link to her own life, 
but also provides fresh clues to the 
brutal triple murder that defined 
Lydia's childhood. Can she finally 
find the killer and come to terms 
with the past? Award-winning 
short story writer Matthew Sul¬ 
livan's debut novel is a cleverly con¬ 
structed thriller with enough twists 
to keep readers guessing (almost) 
until the end. The grim storyline 
focuses on the dark side of human 
passion, and the description of the 
gruesome murder at its centre is 
not for the faint-hearted - but the 
feisty heroine and the horrid family 
secrets that are revealed layer by 
layer make this a compelling read. 

If you like reading books about 
books and solving some puzzles 
along the way, you will not be 
disappointed.

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Dacia Sandero’s eastern promise 




DACIA SANDERO (2013-2017) 

MODELS COVERED:

Introduction 

A cheap manufacturing base in 
Eastern Europe was one reason why 
Renault-owned Romanian brand 
Dacia is able to offer its cars so 
cheaply on the new market. But do 
models like this Sandero make sense 
as a used buy? Here, we look at the 
original post-2013 version of this car 
and decide. 

The History 

The Sandero is a model nearly as big 
as a Focus-sized family hatch that 
when new, cost less than the price of 
a tiny citycar. Little wonder that it 
made Dacia Europe’s fastest-growing 
automotive manufacturer. The brand 
was first founded in 1966 but the com¬ 
pany only really took off when 
acquired by Renault in 1999 as an 
ultra-affordable brand for developing 
markets. It was for these countries 
that its first modern era product, the 
Logan saloon, was launched in 2004. 
Costing a mere 5,000 euros, it sold 
like hot cakes, encouraging the 
marque to launch a five-door version 
four years later, badged the Sandero. 

By now, the bigger more sophisti¬ 
cated European countries were sur¬ 
prising Renault management by also 
clamouring for Dacias, a demand that 
took so long to satisfy that it wasn’t 
until early 2013 that the brand could 
be properly launched here. By then, a 
second generation Sandero had been 
launched, a smarter step up from the 
spartan original with more modern 
engineware and more up-to-date 
equipment. The pricing approach 


though was familiar, thousands of 
pounds lower than similarly sized 
competitors, delivering to British 
buyers a new car for less than the 
price of many comparable used ones. 

The car was offered in two forms - 
standard hatch guise and as a 
‘Stepway’ model, which was essen¬ 
tially the same but had a raised ride 
height and a few SUV styling cues. 
The range was facelifted in early 
2017 and the 1.2-litre entry-level pet¬ 
rol engine replaced by a more effi¬ 
cient 1.0 SCe 75 unit. It’s the earlier 
models we look at here. 

What You Pay 

If you’re looking at the pre-facelift 
(ie. pre-2017) versions of this car, 
prices start at around £3,800 for an 
early ’13-era 1.2-litre Access variant, 
with values rising to around £5,800 
for a later ’16-era model. We’d suggest 
that you stretch to the less basic mid¬ 
range ‘Ambiance’ trim, which 
demands a premium of around £500. 
Ideally, you’d want a better engine 
too; we’d recommend the more effi¬ 
cient 0.9 TCe turbo petrol unit, which 
is priced from around £4,300 for a ’13- 
era ‘Ambiance’ variant, with values 
rising to around £6,500 for a later ’16- 
era car. For the 1.5 dCi diesel, values 
start at around £5,000 for a ’13-era 
model, rising to around £7,500 for a 
later ’16-era car. In both cases, there’s 
a £600 premium over ‘Ambiance’ 
level if you want plusher ‘Laureate’ 
trim with air conditioning. If you 
want the ‘Stepway’ bodystyle, typi¬ 
cally, there’s a model-for-model pre¬ 
mium of around £600 for that. 

What To Look For 

Our Sandero ownership survey 
revealed a large number of very sat¬ 


isfied owners - which surprised us a 
little given the low price of this 
model. Inevitably though, there 
were a few rogue examples and in 
your used car searches, you need to 
be careful to avoid them. The biggest 
issue we came across was one owner 
who said his car randomly lost 
power when accelerating. Others 
reported issues with rough idling, 
frequent stalling and excess play in 
the suspension struts. One owner 
reported a radiator with a hole in it, 
which had to be replaced, along with 
the water pump. 

Otherwise, the issues that came up 
tended to be relatively minor ones. 
One owner found that the boot lock 
rotated but wouldn’t unlock. 
Another reported rogue warning 
lights for tyre pressure and the 
handbrake. And there was an issue 
on one car with paint peeling off the 
rear bumper. Check all these 

On The Road 

This, in its most affordable form, 
was Britain’s most affordable new 
car. An accolade that tends to lower 
your expectations when it comes to 
ride and handling, an opinion likely 
to be reinforced by news of under¬ 
pinnings essentially dating back to 
the turn of the century. But of 
course, the dynamic needs of likely 
Dacia buyers will be modest to say 
the least, with a perspective that, 
like ours, will be further tempered 
by asking price realism. 

So no, of course a Sandero doesn’t 
ride and handle like a rival Ford 
Fiesta: you feel the bumps just as 
you would in an old Nineties super¬ 
mini. But that’s to be expected. 

Apart from anything else, this car 
has to tackle the unsealed roads of 


backward nations like Morocco and 
Iran, so there would have been no 
point in giving it fancy modern mul¬ 
ti-link mechanicals. Still, the robust 
suspension set-up provided is per¬ 
fectly adequate for ordinary A to B 
driving and you’ll find body roll to 
be actually reasonably well con¬ 
trolled if you really must throw the 
thing through the corners. 

Overall 

If, for you, a car is simply a function¬ 
al implement, a domestic tool that, 
like any other, must justify its 


expenditure, then this one fits the 
bill perfectly. Solid, spacious and 
family-friendly for the kind of 
money you’d pay for a tiny city 
scoot, it offers pretty much every¬ 
thing you need and nothing you 
don’t. There’s extra equipment if 
you really want it - and even a bit of 
hi-tech for petrol TCe customers. 

All at pricing pitched to severely 
embarrass the established market 
players. Their products are still 
more sophisticated - but the gap 
isn’t huge. Except, of course, when 
it comes to what you have to pay
